BETTER RENTING 


P RIVATE landlords 
will have to apply for 
a licence committing 
them to keeping 
properties in a good standard 
- or face prosecution and an 
unlimited fine - if new Council 
proposals go ahead. 

The measures will protect the 
increasing number of renters 
living in dangerous conditions, 
focusing on the worst affected 
areas in Hackney. 

This will mean landlords in 
parts of Stoke Newington and 
Clapton - where independent 
research shows 20 per cent of 
tenants face critical problems 
like dangerous boilers, exposed 
wiring or vermin infestations - 
would require a Council licence 


before letting out a property. 

Landlords letting out shared 
properties - where more 
than one in five renters live 
with disrepair or hazardous 
conditions - anywhere in the 
borough would also require a 
licence as part of the new rules. 
These will affect all houses in 
multiple occupation ie those with 
two or more households living 
together and shared facilities. 

Those who let a property 
without a licence, or fail to 
comply with its conditions 
- including six-monthly 
inspections and minimum 
standards of security, facilities 
and safety - will be committing a 
criminal offence. 

The proposals come after 


the number of private renters 
in Hackney has doubled in 
the last ten years to 34,000, or 
one in three households, with 
increases in demand for homes 
forcing many renters to accept 
conditions that don’t meet 
modern day standards. 

Cllr Sem Moema, Mayoral 
Advisor for Private Renting and 
Affordability, said: “One in three 
homes in Hackney is privately 
rented, and too many renters face 
a raw deal of rising rents and a 
poor service from a minority of 
rogue landlords. 

“In some parts of our borough, 
tenants face appalling conditions 
that put their safety at risk 
despite paying an average of 
£1,820 a month for a standard 


two-bedroom home. 

“This is simply unacceptable. 
We believe that introducing these 
licensing measures will give us 
the powers we need to tackle 
landlords who exploit renters 
and make sure their homes are 
safe, secure and well-maintained. 

“But crucially, we want as 
many renters, landlords and 
residents who experience these 
issues first hand to respond to 
this consultation.”

A HACKNEY 

student dubbed 
‘most likely to 
appear on Bake 
Off’ when he left school 
has made that prediction 
come true, becoming the 
youngest contestant on 
the hit show. 

More than 6.5million 
people tuned in to see Liam 
Charles compete in the first 
episode of ‘Great British 
Bake Off’ on Channel 4, 
in which the 19-year-old 
created a cake that was 
disguised as a stack of 
pancakes and described 
by presenter Prue Leith as 
‘mouth-watering’. 

The former Stoke 
Newington School pupil, 
now studying drama at 
Goldsmiths University, is 
known as ‘cake boy’ by 
his friends because of his 
obsession with the art 
of baking. 

He started at the age 
of four, with his mother 
Eleanor, and now bakes 
with his young nephews to 
encourage them into the 
kitchen too. 

“I wanted to apply to 
go on Bake Off because I 
wanted a new adventure. 


“I wanted to push myself 
further. I am such a massive 
fan and so every time I 
watched it, if they made 
cakes, I would then go and 
bake cakes too.” 

Arriving at the tent for the 
first time however, reality 
kicked in. He said: “I was 
so apprehensive. It’s just 
so surreal. You arrive on 
a coach and when you see 
the tent, you find yourself 
going ‘oh gosh, this really 
is happening to me.’ OMG 
and when I saw Prue and 
Paul, well that was just 
totally nuts.”

Proposed changes to Hackney’s 
Council Tax Reduction Scheme 

A CONSULTATION has been 
launched on proposals to 
update the Council Tax 
Reduction Scheme (CTRS). 

This helps people on low 
incomes to pay their Council Tax. 

Around 32,000 residents receive 
the benefit via a means test and it 
costs around £25.5million a year 
to deliver. 

The scheme has remained 
unchanged since it was 
introduced in 2013 and is now out of date. It no longer aligns 
with other means-tested benefits, meaning the current 
scheme has become less beneficial for working households 
in comparison to non-working households. 

The cost of the scheme is predicted to rise by £500,000 in 
2018/19, with further increases expected in 2019/20. A 
consultation on the proposed changes, which would come 
into force next April, invites feedback on the Council’s 
preferred option. This includes increasing the minimum 
contribution all working age CTRS claimants pay from 
15 per cent to 20 per cent of their total Council Tax liability. 

For a single person with no children, receiving Employment 
Support Allowance and living in a Band B property, this 
would increase their weekly payment from £2.23 to £4.09. 
Pensioners will not be affected. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, said: “It’s not been an 
easy decision to increase the minimum contribution we ask 
working age households to pay. We think this is the fairest 
option, but want to know what residents and stakeholders 
think, so I’d encourage everyone to feed back their thoughts 
so that we can make a decision in the New Year.”

A LEADING figure in local politics is stepping down as a 
councillor after 13 years of service to the borough. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, the current Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and Devolution, has confirmed he is to 
step down after next May’s local election. 

He said: “It’s been an enormous privilege to serve the 
residents of Hackney for so many years. I’ve been lucky to 
work with people and organisations that are making a huge 
difference to the lives of people across our borough and to 
play a part in some of the really positive changes that have 
taken place in Hackney in recent years. 

“Now feels like the right time to 
consider other opportunities.” 

Cllr McShane will remain in post until 
the local elections. He added: “There’s 
an awful lot of work to do between now 
and May. There’s so much in the pipe 
line regarding changes to health, 
as well as huge pressures on adult 
social care, so I will remain very 
much part of the Cabinet.”

She said: “I applied 
for the Hackney 100 
programme because I 
wanted to try something 
different.

An initial 200 
bikes hit the streets 
earlier this month 
to gather insights 
into usage patterns 
and operations. 

The number of bikes 
is set to increase to 750 by 
the end of next month to 
serve the whole borough. 

Ofo is working 
closely with the 
Council to ensure 
the new bikes seamlessly 
integrate with existing 
cycling infrastructure. 

Joseph Seal-Driver, 
ofo’s UK operations 
director, said: “We’re 
very proud to be working 
closely with such

Hackney Council. It has 
demonstrated the kind of 
innovative thinking that 
will help ease London’s 
perennial problems with 
congestion and pollution.” 

The eye-catching yellow 
bikes are hired via a 
smartphone app and cost 
just 50p for 30 minutes. 
No deposit is required. 

They can be picked up 
and dropped off anywhere 
bike parking is allowed. 

With more than 15 
per cent of commuters 
in Hackney choosing 
to cycle to work - the 
highest rate in London 
- the introduction of the 
dockless bikes will help 
the Council meet its 
ambitious target of 
25 per cent of residents 
cycling to work by 2025. 


Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, 
said: “This new type 
of bike sharing has the 
potential to change the 
way in which London 
moves for the better. 
Santander bikes, which 
have been very successful 
in London, have not 
expanded as far as we 
would have liked. 

“We are therefore 
really excited about 
ofo’s potential to make 
cycling available to all our 
communities in Hackney.”

OLD furniture is getting a fresh lease of life, thanks to a 
new upcycling hub launched on the Pembury Estate. 

The hub, which encompasses a shop and training facility, 
was opened on 21 September by Groundwork London, 
a charity set up to help communities become more 
prosperous and sustainable. 

It will be operated by The Loop @ Pembury, a volunteer 
group that collects unwanted furniture and refurbishes it 
before selling it on at affordable prices.

New fee for bulk collections 


A SMALL fee for bulky waste collections is being 
introduced from 25 September. 

Currently, households can book up to four free collections 
per year, of up to five items, for large items like furniture 
and appliances. 

The planned charge of £15 for a collection of up to 
five items will be amongst the lowest in the country. 

The majority of London councils already charge for 
the service, with collections costing over £50 in 
some boroughs. 

The Council wants to ensure the charge does not penalise 
those on low incomes, so residents on housing benefit will 
continue to receive four free collections per year. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, 
Transport and Parks, said: “Due to Government cuts, 
the Council has to save another £14million this financial 
year. The income from this charge will help us continue to 
provide the high quality services expected by residents.” 
People with furniture in a reusable condition can have 
it collected free of charge by Homestore, the Council’s 
charity partner. 

There are also five household 
waste and recycling centres 
near Hackney that residents 
can take items to, free of 
charge.

H ackney 

has welcomed 
news that the 
Government 

intends to change funding 
plans that would have 
cut £25million from the 
borough’s schools. 

The U-turn came after a 
passionate local campaign 
against the cuts which 
would have affected inner 
city areas like Hackney 
more adversely than other 
parts of the country. 

However, the Deputy 
Mayor of Hackney, 

Cllr Anntoinette Bramble, 
warned the Government 
has not committed to 
maintaining funding beyond 
2020, and vowed to keep 
pressure on ministers to 
ensure Hackney’s education 
system does not suffer as a 
result of changes to the way 
schools are funded. 

Under the Government’s 
original proposals, funding 
for Hackney schools would 
have been cut by £25million 
by 2019/20. This translated 
to £914 less per pupil, or 
692 fewer teachers across 
the borough. 

In July, headteachers and 
governors from 50 Hackney 
schools signed a joint letter 
from Hackney’s Mayor 
and Deputy Mayor calling 
on Secretary of State for 
Education, Justine Greening, 
to reconsider. 

Last week, Ms Greening 
announced the new funding 
formula. This included a 
minimum cash increase of 
0.5 per cent per pupil in all 
schools during 2018/19 
and 2019/20.

The proposals have been 
described as a real-terms 
freeze and the extra funding 
is not new money, but 
efficiency savings from the 
Department for Education 
(DfE). Cllr Bramble said: 
“It’s reassuring that 
the Government listened 


to councils, teachers, 
parents and 
children in places 
like Hackney. 

“What is not 
clear from the 
announcement is 
what happens 
after 
2019/20, 
nor what 
will be cut 


from DfE’s budget to 
fund the extra £2.6billion 
promised by the Education 
Secretary. We remain 
firmly of the view that 
any reduction to schools 
funding in Hackney 
is wholly 
unacceptable 
and would 
jeopardise 
the borough’s 
record of 


improving educational 
standards. We also 
remain concerned 
over the increasingly 
unsustainable situation 
regards funding for children 
with special educational 
needs and disabilities. 

“Should the new formula 
mean Hackney schools 
suffer cuts in the long-term, 
we will be very clear and 
vocal in our opposition.”

Helping migrants to integrate 


A PROGRAMME to help migrants settle into the 
community has got the go ahead after funding was 
approved by the Government. 

The Council will receive £430,000 for its Integrated 
Communities programme, which aims to improve 
support for recent migrants and help them settle and 
integrate into the community. 

It will provide advice, signposting, engagement, 
employment training and English lessons for 
migrants, enabling those involved to contribute to 
their communities, while increasing their confidence 
and independence. 

The programme will provide eight new English for 
Speakers of Other Languages (ES0L) courses across the 
borough to help those who want to improve their English 
and increase their employment prospects. 

The free weekly courses take place at venues across the 
borough including children’s centres, primary schools, a 
library and Hackney Museum. 

They combine ES0L training, employability advice and 
the chance to volunteer in the community, supporting 
people to get a job or progress at work. 

Funding will also be made available to train Council staff 
and those in the voluntary sector, and to improve their 
understanding of the support available. 

Cllr Carole Williams, Cabinet Member for Employment, 
Skills and Human Resources, said: “We want to ensure 
all migrants have the support they need to prosper 
and contribute.”

Compassionate project rolls out 

AN award-winning Hackney project is to be rolled out 
across the capital. Compassionate Neighbours, launched 
by St Joseph’s Hospice in 2014, has trained 200 volunteers 
across Hackney to offer their time and emotional support to 
a neighbour who is living with a chronic or terminal illness, 
or who is experiencing social isolation. 

The model has been awarded a grant of £233,000 from 
Nesta and the Department for Digital, Culture, Media and 
Sport.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville was directly elected by the borough in 
2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council 
services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.

Council”) may acquire any of the land described in Schedule 1 above by executing a general vesting declaration under section 4 of the Compulsory Purchase (Vesting Declarations) Act 1981 
(“the Act”). This has the effect, subject to paragraphs 3 and 5 below, of vesting the land in the Council at the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 below. 

Notices concerning general vesting declaration 

2 As soon as may be after the Council execute a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of it on every occupier of any of the land specified in the declaration (except land where 
there is one of the tenancies described in paragraph 4) and on every person who gives them information relating to the land in pursuance of the invitation contained in the confirmation 
notice of the Order. When the service of notices of the general vesting declaration is completed, a period specified in the declaration, of not less than three months, will begin to run. On the 
first day after the end of this period the land described in the declaration will, subject to what is said in paragraphs 3 and 5, vest in the Council together with the right to enter on the land and 
take possession of it. Every person on whom the Council could have served a notice to treat in respect of his interest in the land (other than a tenant under one of the tenancies described in 
paragraph 4) will be entitled to claim compensation for the acquisition of his interest in the land, with interest on the compensation from the vesting date. 

3 The “vesting date” for any land specified in the declaration will be the first day after the end of the period mentioned in paragraph 2 above, unless a counter-notice is served under Schedule
